Fewer Sina to Answer For Than 
Any Other Nation on 
Earth. 

London, April 19.— The Americana con- 
stituting the new American Society in Lon- 
don dined at tho Cafe Royal this evening. 
There wero about ono hundred and fifty 
prosonb. Ambassador Bayard, who presid- 
ed, hid on hia right Jamos B, Eustis, U.S. 
ambassador to Franco, und Gon. Patriok A. 
Collina, conBul-goneral, and on hia left An- 
drew Carnegie. In proposing tho first toast 
of tho evening — "To tho Queen," Mr. Bay- 
ard said : " The manhood of Amorioa 
responds to the manhood of Groat Britain in 
thia toast, as Americana of every opinion 
and party honor tho British sovereign." 
Tho toasb to " tho Proaident of the United 
States," was then given by the ambassador. 
Ho reforred to Mr. Cleveland's vigorous 
aotionB at all timea when the honor of tho 
country demanded decisive stops. " Wo 
echo the voice of our ohosen chief whon ho 
makes known our demands," ho said, "and 
wo stand behind his polioy. The organ- 
ization of Americans in tho European 
capitals doubtless will mould publio opinion 
to tho advantage of out; country." 

Ambassador Euatis caused a mild aonsa- 
tion with his response to tha toast " Our 
Guests." " Tho chief indictment found 
against Amerioa by Europeans, " ho said, 
" is that wo have no anoestera and no ruins. 
I hear this so often that I occasionally re- 
mark I am sorry Boston and Chicago wore 
ri built after tho great fires." Ho further 
Baid : " If thoro were to be an international 
confessional, in which tho nations were to 
confoes froely, tho United States, I am sure, 
would have far fowor sins than any 
other nation on the earth. Look 
at our foreign polioy, for instance. 
Its aots aro on a piano of juatioo and dignity; 
wo know our power ; wo know that a groat 
nation couples with itB superior physical 
strength moro moral weight than can bo 
thrown in tho scales for a smallor nation, 
yet what do wo see in America, as compared 
with Europe ? Wo can say truthfully that 
no weaker nation ever suffered from aggres- 
sion on tho part of the United StateB. Our 
government metes out the time juatioo to 
the Btrong as to tho weak. As far as for- 
eign powers are concerned I may say that I 
do nob desire to oritloiso them. I wish 
merely to reoall the facts ; Illustrate our 
country's just and even polioy and compare 
ft with tho constant spirit of aggroseion 
shown by the European powors. They have 
engaged In partitions in which we were In- 
vited to share, but declined. For moro 
than a oontury Europe parcelled out tho 
countries as she wonld out a oake. We 
abatalned Irom the desire to acquiro terri- 
tory. Wo kopb down tho spirit of conquest, 
yet, I tell you, that after all this self- 
restraint if tho United States were to mani- 
fest a desiro for now torritory they would 
encounter tho unanimous opposition of 
Europo. All tho foreign offices would be 
amazod. Tho press would look with sneers 
at tho audacity and stupidity of those fili- 
bustering Amerloan." Mr. Euatia closed 
blB spoeoh with this Btatomont : " I crossed 
the Channel to tell you thia, and I have 
dona so." 



"BULLS" AND "BEAKS." 

Chicago ''Shorts" on Wheat Gored Most 
Unmercifully. 

Chicago, April, 19 —Edward Pardrldge 
was foroed to oovor his " short " line of 
wheat to-day at a big loss. The "bulla" 
had the market in their hands for the 
greator parb of tho forenoon session. Tho 
" shorts " were bled profusely and without 
mercy, and Pardridge was tho ohief of the 
viotlmB. His loss ia figured at $160,000 to 
§200,000. He waB orodlted with buying 
from four to five million bushels at an ad- 
vance of 3 bo 4 cents over what ho had sold 
it for. 



CABLE ITEMS. 



IMPORTANT DEPARTURE. 

Hawaiian Sueur to Be Shipped Direct to 
New York— Serious Loss to 
the Railways! 

Washington, April 19.— A report just 
receivod ab tho dopartmont of stato from 
Consul Gonoral Ellis Mills, at Honolulu, 
says that tho Woatorn Sugar Refining Co., 
through its agents thero, is purchasing and 
alilpping largo quantities of augar direct to 
Now York. Thia now deal, ho ostimatos, 
will divert at loaat ,'iO.OOO tons of sugar 
from tho port of San Francisco during tho 
present yoar and causo considerable loss to 
tho coal und lumber vessols which como to 
Honolulu and heretofore got cargoes of 
sugar for San Francisco. Tho Now York 
vessels, Mr. Mills says, have loft this yoar 
in ballust and othorB havo had to wait a 
considerable length of timo for a cargo. 
Tho railrouds in tho US., ho sayB, will also 
loso in freights, as most of tho sugar which 
is now being carried around Capo Horn was 
convoyod across tho continont by rail. 



TROUBLED CUBA. 

Enthusiastic Deception to Spanish Troops— 
Outrages by Insurgents— Campos' 
Proclamation. 

Santiago de Cuma, April 19.— Tho Span- 
ish Club gavo a bar quot in Armas square 
last ovoning to tho 750 troops who recontly 
arrived from Spain. Tho soldiers wore 
aorvsd by tho local voluntoora. An onormous 
crowd gathered in tho equuro and cheered 
throughout tho moal. Tho forces of the in- 
surgents do not amount to nearly tho num- 
ber claimod by the robots, but may bo esti- 
mated at u total of If, 000, of whom 1,900 uro 
said to bo armod with rilloe, while tho 
othora ubo shotguns and machotus no wea- 
pons. Tho robols do nob possosB a single 
pieco of artillery. Captain Gonoral Mar- 
tinez Campos has issued a proclamation 
offering pardon to all InsurgontH, with tho 
exception of tho loaders, who will lay down 
thoir arms and surrender. Ho has mndo 
preparations to inimodlatcly pursue tho 
mombera of tho bands who refuso to como 
in undor tho proclamation, and tho warfaro 
agalnBt thorn will ba waged vigorously, 

Havana, April 19 — It is stated huro that 
somo of tho insurgont bands havo taken to 
torturing helpless roBldonts of tho country 
distriotB. At Blarfjuisal, near MaEZinillo, 
a grouaer namod M'gue! Laureda wna eur- 
prisod at night by Muooo'a band. Ho waa 
cruelly torturod and horribly mutilated, ai 
tor which ho wua tied to a troo, whore ho 
was loft for buzzards to eat. Others, who 
fought against tho robols in tho last revolu- 
tion, havo boon murdered by roving Insur- 
gents. 8enor Dupuy do Lome, tho newly 
appointed mlniator to tho Unitod StateB, ar- 
rived at 6 o'olook thia ovoning. It la cipoot- 
od that ho will procoed for Now York on 
Saturday, after investigating the Allianca 
affair. 



Umra iihan May Have an Asylum in India— 
The Attack on President Faure— 
China and Japan. 

London, April 19 —An Allahabad dis- 
patch says : " England haa offered tho froe- 
bootor Umra Khan an a8ylum in India if he 
eurronderB and offors to Bparo the triheBmon 
if no further opposition to tho British march 
to Chitral bo offered. 

Prosidenb Fauro on his arrival at Paris 
from Rouon, was onthuBlastlcaily cheorcd. 
At tho prefecture the President cordially 
received the officers of the British warship 
Australia, spooiolly sent to ropreaont Groat 
Britain in recognition of Fronch courteaios 
extended to Queen Vlotoria. Lo Petit Jour 
nal says It haa good authority to state that 
tho police department is Investigating an 
nnarohiat plot to assassinate President Felix 
Faure during the fotca in Havre 
in honor of his visit to his electorate, 
Whother the story its true or nob, it would 
seem certain that tho anarchists have re- 
commenced operations, for two infernal ma- 
chines were found, the first in Rue St. Si- 
mon, containing a number of loaded car- 
tridges. The aocond was found in Eiplain- 
ada Dos Invalides, and consisted of a cylin- 
der charged with dynamite. 

A dispatoh from Simla announces thab tho 
second and third brigades of the British ex- 
peditionary force operating against Chit- 
ral, has advanced to Milankalai. ScoutB 
reported that tho British force was opposed 
by 3.000 GhoorkaB. The Seaforth High 
landers and Pucjiub infantry attacked tho 
tribesmen, tho mountain batteries koeplng 
up a continuous fire of shells, and tho ene- 
my slowly retreated. On the British side 
five soldiers wore woundod. 

A dispatoh from Tokyo says thab in ad- 
dition to the plaoes inontionod in previous 
dispatches, the Japanese are to retain pos- 
session of Wci-Hai-Wei as a guarantee of 
the payment of the war indemnity. 

The North German Qazetto aaya that 
German demands for placing tho commer- 
cial relations between Germany and Japan 
upon a new footing have been formulated in 
acoordanco with the deoiaion of the advisory 
customs board, and will be immediately 
presented to Japan. 

A Toklo dispatch says among other things 
soourod to Japan by tho peace treaty are ex- 
tra territorial rights while in matters of 
tariff and disponsation of justice, Japan re- 
serves every privilege. The indemnity is 
payable In seven yearly instalments with in- 
terest at 5 per cent. Payment of the ob- 
ligation within three years cancels tbo In- 
terest. In addition to these provisions, 
China engages not to punish returned pris- 
oners, nor to inflict punishment upon 
Chinese who may have aided the Japan- 
ese army and navy. China alao binds her- 
self to return Japanese prisoners uncondi- 
tionally. The oxohange of ratifications of 
the treaty will take placo at Chee Foo not 
later than May 8. 

Emperor Franz Joseph has given 10,000 
florins to tho sufferorB of Laibach, The 
railway company bus providod 300 oars and 
the war office has sent all tho available tents. 
Beyond this, howevor, little haa beon done 
to relieve tho diatroaa of tho 50,000 homo- 
leas persons in the Laibach district. 

Tho soaport of Tatay, on tho Philippine is- 
lands, has been destroyed by firo. Two 
thousand housos wore burned and ono per- 
son is reported killod. 

Havana dispatches say that tho Cuban re- 
bellion is spreading but tho Insurgents aro 
bad I v armed. If tho uprising spreads fur- 
ther General Campos will ask for rolnforco- 
montB. 

A Seoul dispatch Bays a plot has been dis- 
covered to dothrono tho King of Korea in 
favor of his nephow Li Shun Yun. Tho con- 
spirators havo beon urrestod. 

Mrs Vandorbilt, tho divorced wifo of W. 
K Vandorbilt, cxprossod no surprise when 
Bho was aBked if ahe waa about to marry 
Belmont, and deolined to answer. 

Prince Bismarck on Thursduy rocoived a 
deputation of 5.000 persona, representing 
tho Gorman trades unions and guilds. Re- 
plying to an address, tho Princo eulogized 
labor und culled for cheers for wago earnors 
Ho also expressed tho wish that God would 
blosB all honorable toil in tho fatherland. 

Five hundrod strikers, men and women, 
attempted to prevent tho briokmakorB work 
ing in Vtonna. Tho police wero obliged to 
uso thoir swords to disperse tho riotors. 
Throo strikers woro woundod and a dozon 
taken prisonor. 

American missionaries striving to estab- 
lish a Jewish mission school in Persia havo 
beon rudoly troatfd by inferior Persian offi- 
cials, and had difficulty in protecting their 
pupils. Owing to tho onorgotlc efforts of 
tho ministers, which found a ready response 
from tho Shuh, tho school was finally put 
upon a firm basis, ahhough it was found 
necessary to caution all mission station! to 
obsorvo very carefully tho treaty stipula- 
tions, und rofrain from oxtonding rofugo to 
Porsian subjects. 

It is donlsd soml-officially that tho Paris 
polico or govornmont haa any information 
regarding a plot against Prosldonb Fauro.

Ottawa, April 19.— The debate on the 
address in reply to tho speech from tho 
throne commenced to-day, but though no 
amendment was offorod by the opposition lb 
waB not finished and will bo continued on 
Monday. Besides tho mover and seconder, 
spooohoa woro delivorod by Hon. Wilfrid 
Laurior, Hon. Georgo Fostor, Sir Richard 
Cartwright and Sir Charles Hibberb Tupper. 
The loaders' eulogioB of tho lato Sir John 
Thompson woro particularly eloquent and 
beautiful. Laurior also made a graceful 
roforonce to tho ohoioo of Mr. Foster as tho 
now leader of the houBe, which Beemingly is 
ondorsed by tho members genorally, on both 
Bides. 

Hon. Mr. Foster, in oonnootion with bho 
Newfoundland negotiations, Baid that it ia 
proposed to pass a measuro at tho next ses- 
sion of the Island loglBlaturo by virtue of 
which an agreement may bo made between 
the colonial and homo governments for tho 
settlement of the Frenoh ahoro question in 
a manner aocoptablo to Franco. 

Sir C. H. Tupper, replying to chaffing re- 
marks by Sir Rlohard Cartwright, deoiared 
that in oonneotion with tho reports of his 
recent disagreement with his colleagues he 
did not uso tho observations attributed to 
him with respect to the ministerial press. 

Col. Prior has placed on tho order paper

BRITAIN AND NICARAGUA. 

She Is Said to Dtslre to Acquire Territory 
Near the Proposed Canal. 

Washington, April 19. — Official confirm- 
ation of the London doapatche» that Nica- 
ragua had beon informed that her oounter 
proposition was not regarded as satisfactory 
by Great Britain, was roooived hore to-day. 
Nicaragua's present plan, lb is understood, is 
to endeavor to roaoh a oompromise with 
Great Britain respecting tho uliimato settle- 
ment of tho indomnity of §75,000 to pro- 
consul Hatch. In pursuance of this pur- 
pose a special representative may bo sent to 
London who will probably bo General 
Birrlcs, who recently returned from Eng- 
land after an unsuoooBBful attompt to settle 
tho diilioulty. It is not doubted that 
in the end Nicaragua will pay tho 
indemnity demandod or offer to Great 
Britain, in liou of $75,000, a part) of her ter- 
ritory. The report haB roached hore from 
Managua that Mr. Gosling, British miniBtor 
to Central Amerioa, declared in Guatemala 
a fow months ago that England especially 
wanted aomo interoat In Nicaragua, with a 
viow to preventing AmoricanB from control- 
ling absolutely tho Nicaragua canal. This 
statement ia said to have beon made publicly 
and without roservo It waB printed in the 
Guatemala newspapers at the time 
and a high authority asserts that 
Minister Gosling has never venturod 
to deny it. Tho particular path of territory 
nioBt available for this purpoBO would bo the 
so callod " Corn islands," tho possibility of 
whose proffered cobbIou by Nicaragua to 
Great Britain in lieu of a money indemnity 
has boon more than onoo suggosted latoly. 
This island would bo of great value to 
Groat Britain as a coaling and 
naval station and an effective British 
aeotinel over tho Nicaragua canal. Thoro 
aro thoBo who auggosc thot if Nicaragua 
should propoBO to code tho Corn ialanda to 
Groat Britain aa an equivalent for compen- 
sation the immediate payment of whioh ia 
demanded, this proposal might be re 
garded aa a ahrewd move to force 
tho hand of tho United StateB. 




TRADE REVIEWED. 

Speculative Business Growing-Decrease in 
the Number of Failure!. 

New York, April 19. — R. G. Dun k Co. 
to-morrow will say : In every speculative 
department business is growing, but ootton, 
oil, and wheat climb ovor tho export price 
so that the marketing in produots abroad 
muat bo checked, and money is abaorbod 
whioh ought to be employed in productivo 
industry and in the distribution of the pro- 
ducts to consumers. Tho failures during 
the week havo been 241 in the United States 
against 219 last year, and 3-1 in Canada 
againBt 45 last year. 

Bradstreot's to morrow will say : Tho 
volume of gonoral trado has maintalnod tbo 
provioua week's proportions and Borne points 
ahow noteworthy increases compared with 
tho totals of a year ago. Trade betweon 
tho Sound and Alaska is growing. The 
bank clearings at Winnipeg, Toronto, Ham- 
ilton, Montreal and Halifax aggregate only 
§15,133,000 this week. Last wook thoy 
were §17,593,000, and last year for the week 
§18,004,000. Exports of whoat from both 
coasts of the U. S. this woek, flour inoluded 
as wheat, show a third weekly gain in suc- 
cession.

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SAN FRANCISCO'S HORROR 


The Prisoner Dnrant Indicted by the 
Coroner's Jury on Circumstan- 
tial Evidence- 



History of The Emmanuel Clmrcli 
Crime— Its Parallel of 
1875, 



San Francisco, April 19.— History re 
peatB iteolf in orlmo aci In all olse, and tho 
tragedy recently enaoted in thiB olty and of 
which all Araorioa is now talkiDg, Is in 
many details a repetition of the terrible 
Tromono stroeb church horror of whioh Boa- 
ton was tho econe twenty yearB ago. 
ThomaB Piper was tho fiend Inoarnate of the 
Boston orimos, culminating in the killing of 
Bridget Handrigan and Mabel Young, both 
of whoao bodies wero found hidden in the 
belfry. Andrew Shorridan, a young 
painter, was at first fully bo- 
lievod to bo guilty of at least 
one of theBe crlmeB ; he was followod to Ire- 
land and there apprehended, brought back, 
and sentenced to bo hanged. The case 
against him wan oiroumatnntialonly, but tor 
rlbly complete, »tid his fate appeared to bo 
sealod. Then I'rovidence intervened on bis 
behalf. A onauiaii on his way to his vosaol 
was surprised by oatching u glimpse of 
man descending by a rope on the outside of 
tho steeple of Trernont Btreot Biptist church 
— at the dour of whioh Mabel Young was 
last seen alive. Investigation followod, and 
four horribly mutilated bodies were found 
In tho bell tower. Thomas Piper, tho 
young and zealous sexton, was arrested 
for tho BoricB of orimi i ; he oonfeased, and 
was executed, Shorrtd .11 being restored to 
liberty ofter an entire year in the con- 
demned cell. Piper's confession was made 
to the Sheriff and tho Governor of Muasa- 
ohusaote, and was bo horrible that to this 
day it has never boon published oven in 
briefest abstract. 

The fear that they may condemn a man as 
Innocent as Shorridan may influence San 
Francisco to proceed with caution in dealing 
with Durrant, though tho ovidenco DgainBt 
him is bo terribly black that Chief Crowley 
pronounoes it " eufficlenb to hang a dozen 
men." 

The inquest on the body of Marian Wil- 
liams wna oonoluded to-day, the ovidenco of 
Dr. Vogol and E. A. Wolfe being completed; 
Dr. Barrett testifying as to the fiots dis- 
closed by the autopsy ; and Miss Frances 
Willis controverting the statement of Dur- 
rant that he waB not in Alameda on tho fatal 
day that Miss Williams left there for tho 
city. The jnry retired on tho conclusion of 
Dr. Barrett's testimony, and within half an 
hour reached a verdiot that 

"Tho deceased Marian Williams came to 
her death from hemorrhage due to 
lacerated wounds and asphyxia due 
to strangulation, and we further find 
from the evidonco obtained that 
the crime was committed by one 1'heodnre 
Durrant, and we fiod him guilty thereof." 

The inquest on the' body of Blanche 
Lamont haa yet to take place, but it can be 
safely prediotod that the result will be 
the aame. Chief Crowley said to-day : 

" The ovidenco againBt Durrant is clear 
and convinoing, and I am fully satisfied of 
hia guilt. We shall prove beyond a shadow 
of doubt that bo mot and murdered Miss 
Williams, and I have no hesitation in say- 
ing that the evidence in the case- of Blanche 
Limonb ia even stronger than in the Wil- 
liams cise." 

Ihe police have of courao given to tho 
public only a portion of the evidence that 
diligent reaearoh haa placed in their posses- 
sion. Whab is known, ia in brief as follows, 
the history of the crimo being ua short as it 
Is terrible : Blanche Lamont, a prominent 
young lady adherent of Emmanuel Baptist 
church, disappeared from the home of her 
aunt, with whom sho resided, about two 
weeks ago. All the efforts of the police to 
solve the mystery of her disappear- 
ance were ineffectual, and no light 
was thrown upon tho uncommon case until 
Saturday morning last when tbe aunt, MrB. 
C. G. Noble, received by mail a little parcel 
addressed in clumsy Roman characters, con- 
taining the rings Blancho had worn at the 
time of her disappearance. The wrapper 
was a piece of newspaper, on the hidden aide 
of which wore written two names, in the 
handwriting, it ia claimed, of Thoodoro Dur- 
rant, a young dental student prominently 
Identified with tho work of Emmanuel 
church and Sunday school. 

Later in tho aame day the mutilated body 
of Marian Williams was found in tho library 
of EmmanuoV church, and tho suHpioijn 
of tho police that Blanche Lamont had been 
made away with by tho same fiond who had 
slain her friend and Sunday school com- 
panion, led them to thoroughly exploro tho 
church — with tho result that tho body of 
tho missing girl, naked and bearirg on the 
throat tho marks of BtraDgulation, waB 
found in the belfry. 

Then tho police set) to work forging thn 
ohoin whioh was to bo drawn about Du J 
rant, tho medical student, and which soems 
strong indeed. It was found that he waa 
one of the four possessing' keys of tho 
ohuroh ; that ho had met Mias Lamont 
on tho day of her disappearance ; 
that they walked togothor toward 
the church that concealed for a time bo 
hideous a crime. Durrant wub aeon lator in 
the day descending pale and agitated from 
tho belfry in which tho girl's body waa 
found, his explanation to the organist King, 
who had come to tho church to practise tho 
Eiater muBio, being that he had been fixing 
tho olectric light wires antl had been over- 
come by tho foul a',: and escipine gaB, 

In. Connection with tho aoooua and oven 
more horrible crime, it is ascertained that 
af tor repoatod rextmalp to "fanC him a private 
interview Marian Williams promised to attend 
a young pooplo's meoting at tho reaidonco of 
Dr. Vogol tho lust night sho w»b soen alive; 
Bho took with hor a email purse in which 
sho carried somo looso chango for car faro, 
as Bho intended to return oarly. She did 
not roach Dr. Vogel'a at all that nighr, ; 
Durrant ai rived thoro botwoon 9 and 9:li0, 
much agitated and with his hair and cloth- 
ing disarranged. Ho askod that ho might 
bo allowod to wash and "brush up" before 
going into tho parlor, and his agitation did 
not disappear for son'e timo. 

When hia rooms woro eoarchsd, ho 
being absent Nvith a corps of tho 
National Guard, of whioh ho waB 
a member, Mino Williams' little 
purBO was found In tho pockot of one 
of his coato. Ho wee arreatod by dotoctivo 
Anthony and manifested littlo concern; 
later homadoaBtatomont of detailed denials, 
almost all of tho material point* in whioh 
have subsequently beon diiprovod. 

Rev. J Georgo Gibson, tho pastor of the 
ohuroh brought by tho double orlmo into 
so undosirablo notoriety, is, next to Dur 
rant, receiving moro attention ub present 
than perhaps any other resident of San 
Fronoiaco. Ho was in the church for bov- 
oral hours early in tho morning of 
the discovery of MIbb William's body ; 
vehon tho ooxton'a boy camo to him 
■with tho Information that tho library door

HIRING A FOREMAN. 

To the Editor : — I beg to make a few 
remarks referring to what was publiahed In 
the TlmeB of tho 17th inBt. A oortatn alder- 
man objected to hiring a foreman to build a 
bridge on Bridge atroet, Baying thab the car- 
penter should do it.

Our worthy alderman ahould bo careful 
how ho slaudera any public aorvant. The 
carpenter can draw a plan of any bridgo 
such aa wo havo around Victoria, and alBO 

ure on any street, road or rock work, or 
any buildings, as ho waB six years on the 
Cariboo road with Mr. Trutch, und did 
nothing olso but bridgo and orlb work. He 
has also been with Mr. Spenco and others In 
that work. I refer our alderman to a cer- 
tain engineer in this city, if he wanta to 
know what ho ia compotont to do. Any 
person cm lay a few planks on a bridgo 
euch as Rock Bay bridgo. Is that where 
tho practical bridgo building cornea in '! Tho 
gentlem.ui whom the alderman refers to, 
nd seemB to bo trying to cruBh, may bo in 
another position next year.

THE SESSION'S WORK. 

Tho amount of work which the Govern 
mont havo out out fur Parliament during 
the preaont session is vory far from being 
inconsiderable. The questions whioh it will 
have to consider aro of great momont, and 
the measures thab aro to bo deliberated 
upon and passed are of aoarcely less impor- 
tance. 

Tho question of preferential trade with 
the sister colonies is ono whioh ought to bo 
handled with care and intelligence. Th 
subject which it opona up is ono of the 
greatest importance to the whole empire. 
Are the Mother Country and tho col 
onies hereafter to conaider thomBolves in 
matters of trade and commerce as one largo 
family having many and great interests in 
common, or are they to continue to treat 
each other in such matters »b strangora or 
new rivals? Will the treaties between tho 
colonies which are alluded to in the Speech 
be but the preludes to a comprehensive and a 
moBt beneficent trade arrangement between 
the different parts of tho whole Empire 
We beliove that they will. Events and 
opinions havo of late years boon tending in 
that direction, and it ia to bo hopod that the 
deliberations of the Parliament of the Dom- 
inion will show that the tendency as far as 
this country is concerned ia pronounced, and 
will give a fresh stimulus to tho movoment 
towards a cloBor union. 

We do not anticipate that the debate on 
the Manitoba School Qiieation will be sharp 
enough to be interesting. The courae that 
the Government havo pursuod with regard 
to it baa beon bo prudont and bo closely in 
conformity with tho requirements of tho 
constitution that we do not expect any man 
of standing in the Opposition— Mr. Mc 
Carthy of courae excepted —will havo much 
to aay in tho way of adverse critlciBm of 
what has beon done or loft undone. Wo see 
that no legislation on tho aubjoct la promised. 
Thia la what might havo boon expected. 
The matter has been submitted to the 
Legislature of Manitoba, and it would bo 
unjust to it to aosume that it would nob 
deal with that very important quostion fair- 
ly and to tho satisfaction of all concerned. 
It is not until the Manitoba Legislature has 
had tho opportunity to rodrees any griev- 
ance that may oxiat that tho case of the dis- 
satisfied minority can come boforo tho Par- 
liament of the Dominion. 

Tho conditions of Uuion wi;h Newfound- 
land will no doubt bo favorably considered 
by Parliament. It is not known how 
far the negotiations havo proceedod, 
but it is more than likely that 
a baBia of union has boon agrood upon. 
Parliament will, of oourso, deal with this 
question in a liberal spirit and will tako 
earo to convince the Nowfoundlandora that 
they will bo cordially welcomed and gonor- 
oualy troatod if thoy oloct to join tho Do- 
minion on roasonablo torma. 

If Parliament boforo tho prorogation 
enacts a good workable Insolvency law and 
does nothing olao in tho way of legislation 
tho aoaaion will bo vory far indeed from 
being a barren one ; but it ia oxpooted that 
it wilt do much moro than this. 



UNDULY ELATED. 

Tho Times ia greatly olatod bocauao two 
Liborala wore roturnod on Wodneaday. It 
fully oxpoctod that all four oonstituoneiofl 
would havo roturnod supporters of the Gov- 
ernment, so that when it finds that Vor- 
choroB and Antijionlsh roturnod tho Opposi- 
tion candidates it ia moat agrooably diaap- 
pointod. It ia qulto weicomo to its orow. 
Vory fow oxpootod that Vorohoros would ro- 
joot Mr. Geotlrion, and lb is not vory sur- 
prising that Antigoniah haa gone back to 
Liboralism, particularly as the Liberal can- 
didato ia a strong man in tho oounty, with a 
largo local connection. 

It must bo obsorvod that tho olootion in 
both thoso countios does not moan dieap- 
pro7ol of the Governments aotlon on the 
Manitoba sohool quostion. Both Mr. 
GeofTrion and Mr. Molsaaa do- 



olared that bhey approved of what 
the Government had done in thab 
matter, and thoy took a great deal of pains 
to convince the electors that the Manitoba 
sihool question was not then an issue before 
the people. They made the elootors believe 
that the eleotion was being run on tho old 
lines, and it is nob ab all wonderful bhab they 
were takon at their word. It will bo seen 
before long whether or not thoy woro de- 
ceived. 

In Haldimand the fohool question was 
roally the only iaauo at the polls. The can- 
didate who opposed Dr. Montoguo repre- 
sented tho viowa and tho aims of thoan who 
would condemn tho Government for the 
courae thoy havo pursued in the matter of 
tho Manitoba eohool law. Tho Llborals 
left the whole fiold to tho McCarthyltea 
and ao did tho Pabrons of Industry. Tho 
McCarthyltes aud tho Conservatives had 
tho eontoab to themaelvos, and tho coun- 
try sees the result. Aa far, thon, aa the 
Manitoba echool quostion is concerned, the 
byo-eleotions havo been a complete endorse- 
ment of the Government's polioy ; and this 
was the question that during tho campaign 
gave both Conservatives and LiboralB moat 
ooncorn. No other quostion waB thought of 
or talked aboub in conueotlon with tho bye- 
elections. Tho Govornmenb have good 
reason to be pleased with tho rosult. In two 
of tho elections tho Oppoaition did all 
thoy could to convlnco the people that the 
aohool quoation was not an iaauo, and in tho 
third, in whioh it was tho only isauo, tho 
Government gained a signal victory. Our 
Grit contemporary will find that it blunder- 
ed most egrogiously when it oxolalmed with 
apparont aincority thab " bho Bo well Gov- 
ernment received a doath blow in (Wednes- 
day's) byo-eloctlons." 

AN ENGLISH LIBEL OASE. 

It is instructive to obaervo how readily 
perBona who do not hosltate to say tho harsh- 
est and most offensive things about those 
with whom thoy do not agroo get offended 
and angry when they aro themselves mado 
tho subjects of criticism. What thoy say 
about others gives, thom no trouble at all, 
but what thoy hoar aboub thomselvea thab ia 
nob complimentary rankles in their breasts, 
and they are not satisfied until bhey gob 
whab thoy oall " oven " with thoir traduoors 
The way in whioh tho rough-tongued resent 
ronghness of tongue whon they are its vie 
timB haa lately beon strikingly exemplified 
in a libol suit that wua trlodin England. The 
plaintiff in thia Bait was Mr. Ben. Tillett, 
a well known representative of Labor. 
Tho defendant was tho proprietor of a 
paper called " Morning." Mr. Tlllotb had 
been reproached with living ab ease and in 
comparative idlonosa on tho wagoa of hard 
working men, who found it aa much as they 
could do to supply themaelvos and thoir 
families with the bare neceaaaries of life 
At a meeting of dock laborers one of the men 
present shouted out that Mr. Tillett rode a 
bicycle and had a salary of £.300 a year, 
while tho peoplo who paid him wore starv- 
ing. Morning, commenting upon this inci- 
dent, said : 

For some time tho relations botween Mr, 
Ben Tillett, seoretary to the Dookore' 
Union, and tho members of that body have 
not beon very happy. The men, many of 
whom are now In a half-starving condition, 
not unnaturally regard tho auddonneaa with 
whioh thoir seoretary has sprung into a con- 
dition of apparont utll nonce with feelings of 
anger and envy, and when this gontle- 
man, who haa a glib tonguo and a 
somewhat sepulchral voice, was ad- 
dressing thom they interrupted him with 
auggestivo and not always respectful observa- 
tions. It appears that Mr. Tillett ridos a 
bicycle, a vchiclo whioh may bo regarded as 
approaching dangerously near to a gig— that 
ono infallible token of respectability. More- 
over, the dockera' aecrotary haa a salary of 
£300 a year, while many of the members are 
starving. Thon Mr. Tillott, hoistod into 
farno by the dookors, was made an alder- 
man. He haa further achieved a reputation 
as a friend of humanity, and ranges the en- 
tire country on philanthropic business. Ab 
ho has probably, like all sentimental Radi- 
cals, a professed contempt for men who 
stick to posts iu spite of the remonstranoes 
of thoeo who pay thom, it would nob ill bo- 
como him in tho circumatunces to resign. Ib 
must have beon aad to bob tho alderman 
saved by a bodyguard of hie friends from 
being torn to piocoa by infuriated dockora : 
This would not be considorod vory aovoro 
oritfeiam on this aido of tho Atlantic. In 
faot It would bo regarded by Mr. Tillobb'a 
opponents a groat deal too mild. But whon 
Mr. Tlllot saw tho criticism ho becamo very 
angry, and sworo vongoanco ngainat tho 
newspaper that contained it, and all who 
woro connected with it. Ho prosooutod ti.o 
publishor of Morning for libel. Ho 
provod that hlB Balary was not £,'i00 a yoar, 
that indeed all told it did not amount to 
more than £200. Ho, it appears, ploadod 
guilty to tho bioyclo. 

Tho line of dofonoo takon by tho Morn- 
ing's lawyer was to show that Mr. Tillot 
himself whon speaking of those whom 
ho did not liko was not at all par- 
ticular aa to tho tormB ho used. In ono 
of his Bpooohos, speaking of the Dock Com. 
pany, ho said " All along tho lino tho 
directors lied, and Sir Henry Lo Marchant 
haa boon one of tho most active crimps, 
That thoy atoopod to auch dirty work was 
only ovidonco of thoir incapacity." At 
Liverpool he said that the men who accoptcd 
work " wore blacklegs, Judasos, Caroya and 
Plgota " — that ia traitors and perjurors. 
Ho Bpoko of tho shipowners as "slave 
ownora." Ho atigmatizod tho officials ol 
tho masters' organization aa " cut-throats 
and professional agitators." Ho dosorlbod 
froo laborora as '* burglars, piokpookota, 
loafera and prostitutes' bullies." Ho said 
that tho police woro bribed, and that 
judgos would not bo very aovoro 
tho mon with whom thoy had 
dinod. About ono judge ho said 
" whatovor tho merits or domorito of tho 
case, mon like Grantham, who aro opposed 
to human progress aro always ready to olap 
a man into jail," Ho Bpoko of hia oppononta 
aa "fat-guttod and full-puraod nnarohists 
from tho Biahops upwards ; that they woro 
Judasoa roady to soil their follows for a pot 



of beer and were devils of disloyalty and 
malice." 

A gentloman who gave his tongue snob, 
license as this when Bpeaking of men of all 
classes and conditions should not, one would 
think, couplaln very bitterly whon hla op- 
ponents said whab they thought of him. 
Thia wae tho opinion of the jury to whom 
he appealed against the nowapapor that had 
tho audacity to mako unpleasant remarks 
about him. Thoy dooided that ho had Buf- 
fered no damage by the comments of the 
newspaper and thab though it waa exagger- 
ated in Borne particulars ib waa in the main 
justifiable. 

There aro a good many beaidoa Mr. Bon. 
Tillott who appear to think that when thoy 
apply a fow atroug and coareo adjectives to 
aome ono who has offended thom or of whoao 
opinions they do not approvo, thoy damago 
hia reputation past repair. But it Is won- 
derful to see how greatly they are miatakon. 
In ninety. nine oases out of a hundred 
tho pereon whom they vilify is not 
in tho least hurt. He stands as 
high In tho estimotion of the oommunity 
after thoy havo done abusing him 
aa he did boforo he was at- 
tacked. Bub ib la nob so with 
bho villfiora. Thoy havo advertised thom- 
solves as unscrupulous slanderers who have 
no regard for truth and vory llttlo for 
dooency, and thoy aro estimated at their 
true worth by tho respcotable part of the 
oommunity. It would moBt likoly havo 
beon a good deal bettor for Mr. Tillotb's 
reputation if ho had kept a civil tonguo in 
hia head and had not boon so quick to resent 
advorBo criticism that could hardly bo con 
aidered unfair or immodorate. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA '8 MINING O UT 
LOOK. 

Elaowhoro wo publish a letter which has 
appeared in tho British Trado Journal from 
itB Victoria correspondent, and its editorial 
remarks thoroupon. The British Trado 
Journal, as our readers may bo aware, Is 
published in London, England, and is a vory 
influential papor, and probably tho largest 
journal of its olase in tho world. Its re 
marks on tho mining outlook in British Col- 
umbia aro most important from the fact that 
they aro published in tho very centro of 
British capitaliatio influonoe, and ib ia ex 
tremely rare that any of the metropolitan 
editors can bo induced to take an interest in 
British Columbia, moro especially as a field 
for investment, or are at all familiar with 
our affairs. 

It will be soon thab tho British Trado 
Journal takes Btrong grounds and warmly 
supports tho views of its correspondent, 
who, it seems, in a privato letter to tho odl 
tor, advocated that tho British investor tako 
a deopor Interest In British Columbia's min 
ing resources and mako himself personally 
more familiar with the proapocta than ho has 
hitherto done. The correspondent points 
oub that British Trade will follow British 
investments, aa ib has done In Australia, 
South Africa, India and elaowhoro, and the 
editor admitB tho force of auch reasoning as 
tho moat practical appoal to British intoreat 
and aympathy, and in this wo entirely agree 
Tho Amorlcans by thoir contiguity aa well 
aa their enterprise, havo got into tho Koot- 
onay country and own, we are 8afo in aay- 
ing, the great bulk of tho boat mining prop- 
ortiea there. In tho development that ia go- 
ing on, tho machinery, contractors' supplies, 
etc., ao far as possible, aro obtained through 
American channels. 

Whon tho minos aro developed and bo 
como paying properties, they will in all 
probability be sold at Immonso advanoos to 
tho BritlBh capitalist, but not before, how- 
evor, tho croam of tho invoatmont and tho 
trade have gono into Amorican pockota. It 
ia scarcely necosBary to discusa this matter 
further, oxcept to say thab ib ia highly grati- 
fying to boo a looding trado paper of London 
taking up thia matter and calling attontlon 
to tho opportunltioa and advantages which 
oxisb in British Columbia for British invest- 
ment. Wo havo no doubb bhab moat benefi- 
cial results will follow.

A series of spats botween Aid. Partrldgo 
and tho Mayor resulted lasb night in tho 
Mayor abruptly bringing the city conncil 
mooting to a closo. 

Upon His Worship directing the City 
Clerk to road tho communications, 

Ald. Partridge tobo to a point of order. 
He wanted to know, ho said, whether this 
waa not an adjourned meeting from Monday. 

Upon being answored in the affirmative, 
he c-intendcd that boing only a continuation 
of Monday's meeting tho business should 
proooed from tho point at which it had been 
discontinued, and therefore it was nob pro 
per to go back to communications. He 
asked for a ruling. 

" My ruling," said the Mayor, is to go on 
with the communications." 

"No, sir," objeoted Aid. Partridge, "wo 
ought to go on with tho water worka by-low 
introduced by Aid. Bragg ot laat mooting. " 

Why that waa adjourned for two 
woeka," ropliod tho Mayor. 
Ald. Partridge atill held to hia point 

that communications woro not in order. 

What buBinrsB do you want brought 
up 1 " asked His Worship. 

" I don't want any particular business 
brought up, but I objeot to your going into 
anything foreign to tho aubjoot," Insisted 
the alderman. 

"What businoaa la to como up thon ? " 
aakod tho Mayor. 

Ald. Paktriixie— " That's just what I 
want to know." (Liughter.) 

His WORSHIP— " Well if you don't know 
don't obstruct. You are aimply acting as an 
obatruotionist." 

Ald Partridge— " That may bo your 
opinion, but I inaiat on my point." 

" Read tho communications," said tho 
Mayor, turning to tho City Clerk. 
Ald. I'aiitiudoe— " It'a not legal." 
" Legal or not," wont oa Hia Worahip de- 
cisively, " thoy are going to bo road." 

At thia juuoturo Aid. Macmillan moved 
an adjournment ; booauso if Aid, Partrldgo 
wanted to atick at tho logulity of tho matter 
he would not stop him. Ho saw in Aid, 
Partridgo'a tactics, however, a dcBire 
to put off aotion on a motion of his 
(Aid. Macmillan's) reforring to the city 
ongineers. 

The Mayor waa quito in favor of on ad- 
journment. 

" It'a just what I'd like," ho said, " for I 
havo anothor moeting I can attond. This 
meeting ia adjourned." 

"Hold on," interpoBed Aid. Bragg 
" We're not ready ; tho motion ia not put." 

Ald. Partridge aeconded Aid. Maomil- 
lan'a motion to adjourn, and proceeded to 
accu8e tho Mayor of having troated him with 
contempt at former meetings. For instance 
he had not boon asked by tho Mayor to at- 
tond a meeting hold before the laat regular 
oounoil meeting. It was only by accident 
he had hoard of tho mooting. 

The Mayor replied that ho had given in- 
atruotions that all the aldermen should bo 
notified of that mooting. Aid. Partrldgo 
muBt hove got out of bed on the wrong Bldo, 
and waa simply talking nonsenBO. Only at 
tho lasb mcoting Aid. Partridge had said 
something about a motion thot was brought 
in bv Aid. Dwyer laat yoar, that waa palpa- 
bly false. 

Ald. Partridge indignantly denied tho 
accuraoy of tho Mayor'a Btatomont. 

Then things quieted down enough for tho 
motion to adjourn to bo put, It waa voted 
down by four to fivo. 

Next came tho motion of which tho 
Mayor had givon notico that ho would ro- 
commend to tho council in regard to ro- 
scindlng tho declaration of tbe ballot for 
city librarian. Aid. Maomlllan moved and 
Aid. Humphrey aecondod it. 

Ald. Partridge insisted, and the Mayor 
aa strongly denied, that the motion was not 
exootly tho same aa had been posted on the 
bulletin board. Aid. Partridge's objections 
woro that whereas Aid. Macmillan and 
Humphroy appearod aa movor amd aecondor, 
they did nob appoar on tho notice on tho 
board. Tho Mayor noed not think ho waa a 
fool, and ho would inaiat that the motion as 
it waa at proaont had not been given 
twenty-four houra' notloe. 

Howover, the Mayor put tho motion, 
whioh waa carried, Aid. MoLoIlan olono 
voting with Aid. Partridge. 

The balloting for city librarian thon pro- 
ceeded quietly for a while, after Aid. Part- 
ridgo had moved that Aid. Macmillan act 
aa scrutineer and tho lottor had deolinod on 
tho Bcoro that ono who voted could not act 
aa scrutineer. 

Soron ballots boing takon resulted in tho 
voto Btandlng fivo for Mr. H. Goward and 
fivo for Mr. H Jowoll. 

Aid. Partridge drow attention at tho 
eighth ballot to tho paper handed to him 
having beon wrongly marked for both can- 
didutos. 

Hia Worship, aftor expostulating with 
tho alderman, and tho mooting becoming 
somewhat freo-and-easy, finally remarked : 
" I will not sit horo and seo tho city'a busi- 
ness brought into contempt, ao I declare 
this mooting cloBod. Thia election can bo 
settled at the next regular mooting. ThiB 
mooting will adjourn." 

That sottlod it and tho mooting termin- 
ated.

Judgment Given by Mr. Jaatice 
Drake Set Aside by the 
Full Court. 



Action Against Mr. Wilmot Dismissed 
With Coats -Plaintiffs Bear Their 
Appeal Costs. 



Yesterday JuBtioea Creaao, MaCroighb 
and Walkem Bitting as a Full court gave 
judgment in the celebrated case of Cough- 
Ian & Mayo v. the City of Viotoria, and 
Wilmot. Tho judgment of Mr. Justice 
Drake in the oourt below was sob aside and 
the action as againat Mr. Wilmot, olty en- 
gineer, dismissed. 

Mr. Justice Creaae'a decision In part is aa 
follows : 

ThlB was an appeal by tho defendants 
againsb an order of a judgo of tho Supremo 
court aftor a trial withoub a jury, directing 
judgment to be entered for the plaintiffs on 
the 26th February, 1895. The action waa 
brought by the plaintiffs, who are contrac- 
tors, against tho defendant corporation, 
and their engineer, under a oontracu for the 
making of certain sewerB in the oity. 

By the contract; the plaintiffs engagod to 
construct and execute all tho works de- 
scribed in tho annexed specifications, bills 
of quantities and form of tender, which wore 
thereby made integral parts of the contract, 
and were to bo read and oonstrued there- 
with, in striot accordance with all the con- 
ditions and atipulationB therein sot forth, 
in the best and most workmanliko maanor, 
for the Bum of (7.032, to bo paid to the con- 
tractors by the corporation in auoh manner 
as la " described in tho said Bpooificatione " — 
and to completo tho same in a timo certain, 
therein particularly epecified. All tho work- 
required by the corporation to be done by 
the oontraotors waa done when ordorcd sat- 
isfactorily, and under the contraot the con- 
tractors were paid by tho defendants §3,- 
274 80 In all, on account of tho work bo done 
by them, On the upplioation by the de- 
fendants for a final certificate a dispute 
arose as the amount of tho balance which 
they wore to receive. 

Plaintlffa olaimed to recoivo from the de- 
fendant corporation the sum of §7,032 lesa 
the $3,274 39 already received, and leiia tho 
anm of §366 29, being the sum retainod un- 
der the oontraot for maintenance, that is to 
aay §3,391 32 

The oontractora claimed alao to bo entitled 
to reoeive under tho oontraob extraB for tho 
extension of the sewer according .to the 
ochedulo rateB a further sum of $1,896 20, 

There woa no dispute at firat about the 
actual measurements. 

Tho engineer, Wilmot, contended that 
according to the proper uinloratanding of 
the contract and specifications the plaintiffs 
were only entitled f >r work done under the 
contract to $3,662 96 ; leas amount paid on 
account, §3,274 39 ; also Iprh 10 per cont. re- 
tained ior six months, $.366 29— §3,010 68 ; 
leaving a balanoe duo presently payable 
to tho contractors of, §22 28. 



The trial went off upon an iosuo which had 
not been raised by the pleadings. For tho 
contraot, instead of being one of schedule 
and prices, was declared by the learnod trial 
judge to be a lump sum contract, and tho 
pleadings were constructed on the theory 
of a lump sum 

If the §7,032 had been agreed to be paid 
to the contractors upon work definitely 
agreed upoD, with definite plans, and to be 
paid in any event — assuming no fault found 
with the contractors' work, and that they 
had followed the specifications and obeyed 
orders — that would have boon a lump aum 
contract, an ascertained aum. 

The learned Judge gave judgment for the 
plaintiffs for §3,392 ; being the differonce be- 
tween the oontraot sum, §7,032, and tho 
$3,640.68 paid to tho contractors on ao 
count. 

The learned Judge's view of the contraot 
pre-supposea that no changes or deductions 
could be made, if any of the estimated work 
waa not executed, or if there wero ouch the 
contractors must have paymont for it, aa if 
it had been done. 

Suah view ignorea also altogether section 
44 providing that the contraot could be 
terminated at any time, — e.g., from failure 
of the municipal appropriations for the 
work, and tho provision that in such case 
the work would have to bo measured and 
paid for under tho eoheduled prices accord 
ing to the terms of the contraot. 

That is fatal to tho idea of a lump sum 
contract. Tho conclusion could not we 
have been arrived at by oonsultiDg tho 
plans, as tho plans and drawings, which 
were subject to [variation, wero not an 
integral part of tho contract. . . . 

I gather from the evidence that there 
waa no claim in writing for a lump sum con 
tract put in before tho aotion had com 
menced. 

Then an to connections. It ia true none 
wero speolfiid in the drawings, for thosufii 
cient reason that tho onglneor, or any other 
person, could not possibly say beforehand 
where they thould be commenced. 

They were, however, provided for in the 
cstimatod amount, and in clause 8. 

The contract estimated tho length of the 
excavations altogether, as 2,647 linoal feof 
whoreos, manifi Btly, the length of tho sower 
wan only 950 feet. 

Tho Bupluo, tho engineor tolla us, and the 
contractor must presumably have known, 
covered the connections, and these connec 
ttons wore thoroforo well within tho contract 
and not extras. 

Thoro la no doubt in my mind, aftor caro 
ful examination of documonts and tho ovi. 
denco, that tho contraot xaa one whoro a 
gross aum andgroes quantities in lineal foot, 
2,647 uro named, liable to addition or sub 
traction as the proper exeoution of the work 
might require, at tho prices named in the 
schedule 

That construction would inoludo tho con 
neotions (without which tho contractor must 
have known a, genoral aower would bo next 
to usolrsp) and additional worka ; until the 
total, 2 647 feot, wus reached ; after which 
any additional work, either inside oroutsidu 
of tho contract, would, as tho word implies, 
bo extra— that is outside of tho contruct but 
to bo paid for at tho schedule prices. 

Tho prices are oonatant quantities vary 
ing, though not with regularity, with tho 
dupth of tho work. 

Tho price of excavating or tronohing and 
refilling ono linoal foot by 27 inchos ('he 
width of tho trench), in a trouch "moro than 
five and not Iops than six feob deep," would 
bo 34 cents for all tho woy down. It could 
not be cumulative, It would not bo 11 
cents for tho firsb lineal foot of that width 
to two feet down, and 17 cents for 
tho second foot between two and three feet 
deep, and 22 oents for tho third 
foot betwoon 3 and 4 feob dcop, and so on 
to tho 6th oumula'ive. So that tho prlco 
muab neoeasarly bo .'14c, rob 11 + 17+22 + 
28 + 34 = 1020, for excavating that 1 foot by 
27 inohoH column of oarth 6 foot down. 

If tho prioos above 9 feet had boon in- 
tended bi bo cumulative — that is addod at 
the samo number of linoal foot, at tho rates 
put for 9, 8, 7, etc, to 1, foot respeotfully— 



tho oost for S feet of thin 1,247 lineal feet 
would have betm §561 15, adding only these 
two togoth«r §623 50 and §50115, would 
have made §1,184 65 If 7 foec deep and so 
ot up to 2 feeo had beon added to tho §623 - 
50 U would have amounted to the sum of 
§2,4 14 12 for 1,247 feet of earth excavated 
Co 9 leot deep A proposition which 
answors itself, It must then foro mean one 
price sot In tho schedule for all tho excava- 
tion down to the given point. 

Huo tho contraotor wanta to oonBtruo tho 
bill of particulars aa fo rock in such a man- 
ner that if thoy had oxoavated down to 11 
feet of earth, and from the 11th to tho l'2 r ,h 
foot '(i.e., only ono foot) of rock, that he 
should ohargo tho whole 11 feet of earth as 
rock, §8 12 per lineal foot. This is utterly 
on reasonable, 

lb is olear from the evidenco and what has 
preceded that this, being a oontraot where- 
by tho contractors are to be paid by 
sohedulo and prices, while tho pleadings 
wore all drawn on tho basia of a lump sum 
contract, the decision of the lourned Judge 
cannot stand aud must therefore be set 
asido. 

Bub aa lb appears from tho evidence that- 
aomo money ia duo to tho oontractora ; 
moreovor, thoro waa no specific price In the 
estimated bills of quantities and specifica- 
tions whereby tho coat of mixed strata of 
oarth, hardpan ard rook could bo calculat- 
ed. That being left for exports to deter- 
mine should havo been proved ab tho trial. 
But no custom was pleaded, or shown, or 
oven attempted ; but merely what would be 
tho engineer's and Mr. Mohun'a practice on 
similar occasions. 

There is also a difforonoo of opinion be- 
tween tho parties as to tho quantity of work 
aotually done. 

These roasona seom to afford pufficiont 
grounds, with tho question of alleged extras 
reserved, for a now trial. 

I alao observo that the judgment appealed 
from does not touch the question of the 
joinder of tho engineor Wilmot ob a de- 
fendant. 

According to Hudson's Law of Building 
Contracts p. 63 ot. Beq., and tho cases there 
cited, tho engineer so far as ho acts undor 
tho authority of tho employer ia in no way 
liablo to tho contraotor, for acting or not 
acting, unless he acta fraudulently ; bocauao 
there is no privity of contraot between the 
engineer and tho oontraotor. Wilmot there- 
fore must bo dismissed from the aotion with 
oosts. 

As tho pleadings 1 were for a lump sum 
oontraot, and tho trial therefore abortive, 
tho plaintiff must pay the costs of the trial. 

The appeal was successful on ono part of 
tho motion, and not successful on tho other; 
the judgment is set aside, bub judgment 
could nob bo given for tho plaintiffs. 

If the court had boon certain that the cer- 
tificate was right judgment could havo beon 
given for tho plaintiffs, but it could not bo 
cortain of that. 

I am of opinion thorofore that no costs 
should bo given of tho appeal. 

In C3ae th« plaintiffs should go to a now 
trial liborty must be given to amend the 
pleadings on both aides, but aa tho necessity 
for amendment would have been caused by 
tho mode in whiah the pleadings were 
drawn, the coBta of all amendments must be 
defendants' costs in any event.

OUTLOOK IN BRITISH COLUMBIA, 


A Coming Mining Boom-Extent and 
l Eichneaa of the British Colum- 
bia Deposits. 



This Will Be the Next Great Mining 
Country -Value of Ore Ship- 
ments. 



The Board of Trado Journal, of LondoD, 
England, publishes the following "from our 
own correspondent," dated Victoria, Fob., 
1895 : 

"List year British Columbia, in common 
with the rest of the world, suffered depres- 
sion in a marked dogroe. Thia has boon the 
rosult, in its oiibo, of tho depreciation in 
roul estate Boourltiea, the withholding of 
outside capital, and the restriction of 
oredita, being the natural, rcflox effeob of 
tho goneral financial crisis — a sort of tidal 
baokwosh. Thab this ia true Ib shown by 
the faot that tho volumo of trade and in- 
dustry haa not diminished ; in faot, com- 
pared with 18113, there haa been an inoreaee, 
especially gratifying on aocount of tho de- 
pression having reached its lowest ebb dur- 
ing 189-1. The outlook ia promising, and 
this is of particular interest to tho British 
public, Inasmuch as tho extraordinary do- 
volopmenb now taking place in tho mining 
districts will open up a wide Cold of in- 
vestment, and indirectly affeot trade in a 
marked degree. Acloao utudyof thecareorof 
tho British investor haa remarked the cycle 
which it prosonts, ono country after another 
attracting his attention, Inflations and de- 
pressions following alternately, until ho may 
bo said to havo almost boxed tho compass. 
Id may be predioted that, in view of the 
mineral woalth in British Columbia, that 
oountry will noxC oocupy hia attention. Tho 
Kootenay district has experienced the fitat 
real dovelopmonb that has occurred in thut 
province since tha days of the gold excite 
mont in tho early aixtioa, aftor which min 
ing was spasmodic aud uncertain. In 189-1 
the value of ore ahipmonts, the Crab in the 
hiatory of Kootenay, was $770,000. This 
was the output of about half u dozen mines, 
but principally of ono or two, and represents 
simply initial work, rendered possible by the 
complotion vory recently of several 
linos of communication, and by which 
oro is now boing shipped regularly. 
In view of tho number of mines 
being opened up, tho rich oharaoter of tho 
ores, and iho extraordinary extonc of tho 
mineral formations, Kootenay district alono 
expects to vio with South Africa in mineral 
products within the next five years. A safe 
oatimato for tho output In 1895 ia $5,000,000. 
Two of tho largest hydraulicing worka on 
tho continent wero last year inaugurated In 
Cariboo, which haa yielded S-10,000,000 in 
gold dust since 1860. Tho Yale distriot, 
near tho American boundary,' is showing 
some rich gold leada in tho course of devel- 
opment. These are tho beginning of a min- 
ing era, and thoy are referred to hero us 
to their probiblo effeob in relation to 
trado. So far the mining propertiea are in 
tho handa of Americana, who havo taken 
tho initiative in development, and who, so 
far as possible, diroot tho trade arising out 
of tham into Atnorican ohannels. 

There has beon an increase in the foreign 
lumber trado, bub tho stagnation in prices 
of the past two or three years sbill continues, 
with proBpoots, however, of improvement. 
The sealing industry, deBpito its anticipated 
unfavorable operation under the regulations 
arising out of tho Bohring Sea arbitration, 
Baw its best yoar in 1894, tho total catch of 
fifty-nino vessels boing 04,474 skina against 
0,332 in 1893. Prices roalizod were not bo 
satisfactory. In salmon canning tho Boason'a 
operations woro profitable. Though the 
pack was nob so qreat as in 1893, ib was abovo 
tho average, and the markot ruled higher. 
Of the total paok of 49-1,470 caaos, 
about 400,000 cases wero deliv- 
ered aud Bold in Great Britain. A 
satisfactory increase is notod in the Bales in 
Australia, the result of direcb steamship 
communication. In thia connection refer- 
ence may bo made to tho first successful 
establishment of deep eoa fishing, aftor a 
number of unsuccessful attompto. Tho Now 
England ayndicato has taken hold of the In- 
dustry, and two steamers aro regularly em- 
ployed In convoying fresh halibut, of extra- 
ordinary size and quality, from tho halibut 
banks of Queen Charlotte Islands to Van- 
couver, whoro thoy aro shipped to Now 
York and BoBton, tho beginning it is hoped, 
of an oxtonsive trade, as tho Coast watora 
are wonderfully abundant in fine food fiBhes, 
and tho markot in tho United States is an 
extensive ono. 

Tho imports and exporta for tho year, and 
the receipts from tho inland revenue and 
poat ofiioo and other barometrical roturus 
show no falling off, so that the statement 
firBb ventured that tho depression ia duo to 
cauaoa outside rather than from within, un- 
less it bo a too gonerul speculation in real 
estate, would acem to ba woll justified. Tho 
indications on all sides point tu a speedy re- 
vival. Ono of tho important factors in a re- 
turn to proeporty will be tho progress of tho 
mining industry, and in this regard, both in 
point of investment and tho conetquont 
trado in mining machinory, contruutorH 1 
supplies, etc., tho British public are in dan- 
ger of neglecting au opportunity thab tho 
Americans are not failing to tuko advantage 
of. Tho importance of tho mines in British 
Columbia hua not boon ro»ll?. r -d in 
Great Britain, because they are un- 
known, or practically so. There aro 
mines— such aB tho Silver King, tho Hloc^n 
Star, and tho War Eaglo, in tho Kootenay 
district, as rich na anything in tho American 
C'ontinont, and will rank with tho Cnmstoek 
and lirokon Hill mines when doveloped ; 
and so widely distributed is tho mineral 
woalth that these arc but a few of the many 
approaching them in richness. Somo ship- 
ments go much higher, but tho nro averages 
at the smelter from $45 to $100 per ton, a 
statement which may bo officially verified. 
Even at the low prico of silver thoy aro pay. 
ing handsome profits. Hero is a wide field 
for British enterpriao and capital, and in a 
fow yoara for lucrativo trade. If tho writer

other channola. 

Editorially commenting on tho lottor tho 
Trado Journal says : Whllo tho minorul re- 
sou rcoa of South Africa, Western Australia 
and India aro receiving constanb attention, 
it is surprising thab the mining development 
of British Columbia should bo left entirely 
to tho Amorlcins. The letter from our Vio- 
toria correspondent calls F-pocIal attention 
to tho outlook for investors in mines in that 
part of tho world. Our correspondent, wo 
havo roason to know, is neither diroctly nor 
indirectly interested in mines ; and wo 
should havo a vory strong objection to 
booming one particular sot of mines above 
all • others. What ho has writ- 
ton is, wo believe, tho reBult of 
Btrong conviotlons and careful study 
of the conditions existing in his provinco.

Tho 
most beautiful cloud forms, too, can bo 
traced on tho ground glass boforo thoy 
can chango, and tho pioturo or sketch 
thus obtained can bo enlarged.

borod— as at A in tho diagram — in

dicular, so as to reflect objects upward, 
r/art of tho top of tho box must bo mado 
to act as a lid or cover upon hinges — as 
at D — and the spaco beneath filled up 
by a piooe of ground glass — O — upon 
which tho objects or scenes aro roflected 
with tho groatost beauty and oxaotuess.

Tho insido of tho box 
should bo painted ovor with lampblack, 
or if that is not handy it may bo stainod 
with ink.

NO REGULAR RISING. 3 

A Press Correspondent Puts Another Aspect 
on the Cuban Situation— Reforms to 
Be Inangnnited. 

Santiago de Cuba— viaTampa.Fla., April 
19. — Tho staff correspondent of the United 
Press aftor remaining in Havana a week, 
meeting residents of all shades of opinion 
and nationalities, proceeded to Santiago de 
Cuba, where tho Inaurgents have made tho 
most progress. He reports thab tho censor 
ship of the press, telegraph and 
cable exists only to the extent thab 
matter of an Incendiary or aoditious naturo 
ia suppressed. Aa to the progress 
of the revolution it has for the 
last month been practically nil. In 
the first place no genoral rising 
of Cabana has taken place ; no provisional 
government has been formed ; no stand 
againsb tho govornmenb troops has been 
made, and no engagement of sufficient im 
portance to bo designated as a battlo has 
ocourred. In overy department, oxoopt tho 
Province! of Santiago de Cuba the few men 
who attempted to rebel were promptly ar- 
rested. In tho provlnco of Santiago do 
Cuba, at the eastern ond of the island, tho 
naturo of tho country and tho number of 
sympathizers has mado this section the 
natural choice for the landing of filibustor- 
ing expeditions and war material. 

The leaders found mon to follow them and 
bandu of 59, 100 and 200 men, woro formed,
